wight have been deepened with improved effect. She was frequently 
loudly applauded. Miss Foorr’s Lady Groce is a charming piece of 
acting. Mr. Annort’s Manley was very respectable. In the broadly 
comic portion of this piece, under its second title of «J Journey to 
London, Mr. Fawcerr, as Sir Francis Wronghead, aud Mrs. Da- 
VENPORT, as his Lady, ably supported their parts. Sysire Richard, 
was not badly sustained by Mr. Keruey; but Miss Jones's «Miss 
Jenny, was admirable. This young Indy is a decided protegee of 
Thalia. Mr. Buaxcnarp represented John Moody, for the first time, 
and gave a very faithful and humorous portraiture of the old country 
servant.
